Judge Checked in Red-Baiting; 
Tried to Force Workers 
to Salute Flag 

When the entire number of De- 
cember 1 cases were called again 
by Judge Schonfeld on Wednesday, 
January the workers faced a 
very weary judge. It was clearly 
evident that the capitalist judge did 
not relish the agony of another 
batch of self-defense trials. He had 
a good example in the trial of the 
first group of six, where the work- 
ers laid bare the whole system of 
boss terror. Nine of the 12 jurors 
voted “not guilty.” 

Twenty were given 10-day 
pended sentences. The rest, 
faced very heavy trumped-up mis- 
demeanor charges, were cealt out 
30 days suspended.

The strike waged by the Needle 
Trades Workers Industrial Union 
against the wage-cut of the San 
Francisco Cloak Company, 130 
Kearny Street, has been called off 
after nine weeks of struggle. 

Through its unfaltering militancy 
in resisting the wage-cut the Needle 


gained the support of most of the 
needle trade workers in the city, 
and the membership of this revo- 
lutionary union was increased con- 
siderably. 
Terror Against Strike 

The police terror used 
the strikers was terrific. 

M. Kitzie, alleged to have been 
active in the strike, was arrested 
Monday night, January 26, in Zlodi’s 
Dairy Lunch at Fourth and Jessie, 
when he was pointed out to detec- 
tives by Horowitz and Solin from 
within the protection of the police 
car. Kitzie was charged with “as- 
sault with a deadly weapon” against 
a seab. Bail of $5,000 was raised for 
his release, and another warrant 
was served and he was rearrested

| for allegedly having struck another 


scab, named Blum, with a deadly 
weapon. This time the judge, in his 
desire to protect the interests of 


| the boss class, set the bail at $10,- 


000. 

Arrests’ of pickets have been 
wholesale. The police have used up 
all regular charges which are used | 
to break strikes, and have dug up| 
old ones, such as“ refusing to salute

Centenial Commission. Congression- 
al Bill No. 6041 allows $100,000 for 
expenses of the District of Colum- 
bia alone, for this ‘‘super’’-patriotic 
affair. 

In explanation of all this, Senator 
Fess tells us that: 

“A Commission was created 
something like six years ago, 
with an annual appropriation 
of $10,000 (it has since spent 
almost a million dollars) to 
create a Washington mindec 
spirit on the part of the public 
leading up to a celebration of 
the’ 200th anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington 
which will be next year.” (1932) 
This commission is made up of 

“prominent citizens, lawyers, bank- 
ers, clubmen and = clubwomen” 
which is another way of saying 
capitalists and their lackeys. 


SQUANDER MONEY 
$15,000 is going for reproduction 
of busts and photographs of Wash- 
ington. Material is going out 
through 48,910 postmasters and 
230,000 churches. $23,500 is to be 
spent in connection with agricul- 
tural fairs, county fairs, state fairs 
and farm organizations. Huge sums 
are to be put into a memorial bou- 
levard, completion of monuments 
and other memorials and restora- 
tion of Washington's birthplace in 
Wakefield, Va., 6,000 sets of the 
complete writings ef George Wash- 
ington, 25 volumes in each set, are 
being printed. 
Ten million trees are to be plant- 
ed this year, 
“which are to become memo- 
rials for the Father of His 
country—living symbols, rey 
rent and vibrant expressions 
of a grateful people for one 
who made certain that the 
structure of ‘life liberty and 
pursuit of happiness’ would 
arise on the cornerstones ef 
our Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and our Constitution.” 
(Miner in the Oakland Tribune, 


February 22, 1931.) 
OH YEAH! 
Undoubtedly we millions of work- 
ers who are wnemployed or on 


strike have plenty of time (!) and 
should be imbued with patriotic 
fervor (!) to plant these trees!— 
Undoubtedly, too, we should be 
above demanding relief from star- 
vation and misery and be satisfied 
with colossal shows of fire-works, 
parades, dramas, pageants, bluster- 
ing bull-throwing speeches about 
‘loyalty,’ and give heartfelt thanks 
for “prosperity.”

In this 
small place 52 of the prisoners were 
forced to sleep on the cold bare 
floor; the first night, while a huge

| fused. For the succeding days these 
mattresses, so thin that the cold 
from the cement floor came right 
through them after the first two 


and one thin blanket was all that 
was given the prisoners for four 
days.

Agreement for One Year 


The negotiations provided 
that the new wage scale will be in 
effect for one year. 

The outcome of this campaign of 
the bosses follows their threat of 
several months ago, when they re- 
quested a 15 per cent increase in 
freight rates. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission refused to grant 
this form of relief to the railroads 
in the face of the better organized 
opposition of the agricultural pro- 
ducers and commercial organiza- 
tions of the country.

Workers Pay for Crisis 

The success of the railroad wage- 
cut campaign is in line with the 
general program of the bosses dur- 
ing depressions, namely, placing 
the burden of the crisis directly on 
the backs of the workers. Thereby, 
the immediate interests of commer- 
‘ial and industrial institutions is 
“stabilized” and the returns of 
stockholders are protceted, at the 
expense of the wage-earners. 

More than 2,000,000 organized 
railroad workers, as well as hun- 
dreds of thousands of unorganized 
workers, are affected by the cut. 
Thousands of workers on the small 
railroad lines throughout the coun- 
try have already had their wages 
cut drastically during last year. 

The rank and file railroad work- 
ers are seething with resentment 
over this sell-out by the Brother- 
hood fakers. It is clear that these 
mis-leaders will put up no fight 
against the bosses. Rail workers 
should organize rank and file com- 
mittees of action to fight the cut,

quickly with the usual hand-shak- 
ing ceremony. 

However, a wet blanket was 
thrown over all their plans when 
the delegation stated its mission. 
Not only was a protest expressed in 
behalf of the workers of the state 
demanding the Repeal of the Crim- 
inal Syndicalist Law, and exposing 
the manner in which this law was 
used, but the delegation demanded 
to know why over a hundred work- 
ers were arrested at a Communist 
meeting at Long Beach, and were 
held incemmunicado, The delega- 
tion also placed before the state 
officials the fact that police bru- 
tality raged all over the state, and 
demanded that the state govern- 
ment take steps to make possible 
workers’ meetings and the right of 
organization. 


Officials Evade Issue 


The only reply that could be got- 
ten is that they are only adminis- 
trative officials, and “have no 
power to act on these matters.” 
The secretary promised to place 
the signatures before the State 
Legislature, but then the attorney 
general interrupted: “This does 
not mean anything; he is only plac- 
ing it at the discretion of the Legis- 
lature; you might as well give it to 
the janitor.”

court. 
Judge Disregards Law 

Attorney Brodsky pointed out 
that 14-year-old Eugene Wiltliams 
was tried by a court that had no 
jurisdiction juveniles. The 
presiding judge at the “trial,” when 
told that Bugene was a juvenile, 
merely said “all right” and proceed- 
ed with the trial. According to the 
law of the Alabama bosses, judges 
and prison officials who abuse the 
rights of juveniles are subject to 
punishment.

A Lynch Atmosphere 

The defense also proved the lynch 
atmosphere, the death verdict be- 
ing greeted by a brass band, Ne- 
groes jim-crowed from the jury and 
court room, the betrayal of the 
Negro boys By Stephen Reddy, Ku 
Kluxer, who was appointed by the 
court to “defend” the boys. 


Prosecution Wants Death 


State Prosecutor Thomas E. 
Knight argued that there was no 
discrimination against “niggers” in 
Alabama, and that. the béys had a 
fair trial. He asked for the death 
sentence to be carried out April 6. 
Knight in his speech showed fur- 
ther proof of Roddy’s betrayal of 
the boys when he said that if there 
was anything wrong with the trial, 
the “defense” raised no objections. 

Mass Protest 

A steady stream of telegrams 
from workers throughout the world 
poured into Montgomery. The Ca- 
nadian Labor Defense League, in 
the name of 25,000 organized work- 
ers, demanded a re-trial with a jury 
of half Negro and half white, Let- 
ters urging greater mass pressure 
for the defense of the nine Negro 
boys were sent by the boys them- 
selves from Kilby prison and by 
their parents. These calls denounced 
the efforts of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored Peoples to sabotage the case, 
and asked for greater support than 
ever to the International Labor De- 
fense.

Tent City to House 
Evicted Families 


Last week the Central Council of 
Civic Clubs of this City (rich boss 
organization), in conjunetion with 
the grafting Associated Charities 
and the Community Chest, issued 
an appeal to the military officials 
at the Presidio and Washington, D. 
C., to help establish a tent city here 
to house the thousands of unem- 
ployed workers’ families already 
evicted from their homes or facing 
such action in the near future. 

This step was taken to relieve the 
landlords’ association from carry- 
ing $2,000,000 in unpaid rents due 
from unemployed workers’ families. 

The landlords objected to the 
practice ef the Associated Charities 
in which they had paid one month’s 
rent (sometimes less) to locate 
families in a “home.” The families 
being unemployed, and when fur- 
ther relief from the Associated 
Charities was cut off they had to 
start eviction -proceedings. The 
court costs and the fact that fami- 
lies cannot be evicted until after 
three months, was the principal ob- 
jection of these parasites. 


Workers Paid Only 
Food; Get Big Cut; 
Now Demand Cash 


The Associated Charities of San 
ping over a huge ration cut on the 
unemployed workers and their fam- 
jlies in San Francisco. 

“The boxes delivered weekly to 
those workers who work one week 
in four, fer three boxes (supposedly 
to represent $20 worth of rations), 
have been trom 25.to 50 per cent 
lighter the past two weeks,” writes 
a Worker correspondent. 

There are less green vegetables 
(enough for enly one meal a week), 
and quality and quantity of 
butter and bacon has gone down.
